Meyers, a financial columnist for many of 
the Lakeland Newspapers, addressed the An- 
tioch Chamber of Cornmerce and Industry. 
His appearance was sponsored by the State 
Bank of Antioch. 

"I'm very bullish on this country, 
Meyers admitted, saying that the federal 
deficit and s|pending will play a major part in 
the recovery. ' . 

"It's got to be brought under control. If not 
we'll go back to where we were. It's the 
single most important factor," said Meyers. 

Meyers said he was glad the recovery was 
not a sharp one, "because what goes upshar- 
ply can fall sharply. 

""The risks in this recovery lie in govern- 
ment spl&ndihg. Reagan is not brilliant, but I 
like mo^ketjvhat I see coming out of his ad- 
miriistratiorvexcept James Watt (Sec. of In- 
terior) . Him they can keep." 

"Overall, we think we're in a time where 
the economy will be coming back sharply. 
There's never been a better time for the in- 
dividual, not only to survive, but to make a 
lot of money ," said Meyers. 

"There's going to be a lot of change and 
whenever you have a lot of change, you have 
a lot of opportunity.. .the banking system is 
solid," he added. 

"DonT"oveflook~the-American-ingenuity- 
and American mentality. We are the best in 
the world and our people are the most 
creative in the world. I'm very optimistic 
about at least the next two years and possibly 
the next four or five," Meyers said. 

In Illinois, Meyers charged that the only 
thing holding back the economy is the 
necessary legislation. 

"Illinois is one of the wealthiest states in 
the union. We have everything 
here— drinking water, one of the best transit 
systems in the United States, skilled labor, 
good transportation, a great location, .more 
nudtear power than any state in the nation 
and all the resources necessary. 

"The sunbelt has problems coming out of 
its ears and they arfcn't problems that can be 
solved with legislation— water, labor, 
welfare.

WISDOM TEETH 



Q: When should wisdom leelh be pulled? 

A; Heahhy, straight wisdom teeth need not be removed ol all. 
However, not every mouth hos enough room to welcome these 
teeth when they come in, usually somewhere between ages 17 
and 25. Should they erupt at an odd angle or become rmpacted 
behind a second molar for (ack of growing - tn space, thts-con 
- further crowd the mouth through excess pressure and damage 
other teeth or the jawbone. . 

Sometimes, as d tooth erupts, the gum becomes infected. It 
this can't be cleareci up. the tooth must be removed. 

.X-ray examination of wisdom teeth is essential to determine' if 
a- cyst Is present. If so, tooth and cyst must be removed. When 
'extraction is called foi', your dentist may refer you to an oral 
• or maxillofacial surgeon to do the job.
